It was not disclosed where she was employed* 

A spokesman, for the Ministry of Science and Education said 
Mrs. Schultz, a widow, had been employed in the ministry since 


1962 as a secretary, moving to the minister’s office in 1966. 


This means she also served under Leuss ink’s two predecessors, 
Hans Lena and Gerhard Stoltenberg* 

The spokesman said Mrs* Schultz reported sick on Friday and 
that he had no further Information on her* The arrests were 


announced by the office of West Germany’s prosecutor -general, 
Ludwig Martin, in Karlsruhe.
